\ curious object, believed to be, 
some Kind of a trap for animals, lies 
been found in the Moss of Auquharney 
by Mr. Pierre, of Peterhead, It con- 
sists of a plece of oak 7 inches long 


by 10 inches wide, fat on top und bot- 
tom, and tapering slightly to the ends, 
through whieh in the centre, there ds 
an oblong hole, with the upper edges 


bevelled to imeet oa tray door under- 
neath,

inal bough spring fixed im plaice by a 
pin at cach end. When any 
comes on it, it fulls down, the bough 
spring moving to one side, and when 
the weight is removed it is closed 
again by the spring. ‘The trap, or 
whatever it is, was found seven or 
elght feet from the surface, and as, ac- 
cording to Louis Figuier, it takes two 
feet of moss 400 years to grow, the 
mysterious apparatus, on that calcula: 
tion, would be at least 1,600 years old.
